Maybe the National League lumi-

naries are going nt the tiling the
right way, when thty td
restore baseball to it paying basis by
cutting out the bleachers; but a
good many people will have misgiv-
ings. Tho man who has made more
money than anybody else out f
automobile manufacturing has d6ie

by 'making the cheapest cor. The
Standard Oil Company gave
world its first billionaire and a mar-
velous array of plain "multis" by
making kerosene related prod-
ucts and popular. And so on.

In some towns bleacher busi-

ness 'has been a 'very important
factor some years; these are
chiefly the very large cities, where
there aro hugo numbers of people
from whom to draw patronage at
higher prices. Maintaining baseball
asa paying institution 1b mora of a
problenr tho smaller cities, where

low-price- d seats make it possible
to add a very much needed slice of
revenue. The 25-ce- nt eeat stands
for that educational process that
makes fans the boys. As soon as
they get the thing thoroughly into
their systems, and then Advance in

and financial rcsourco to
point where they can afford the
more expensivo scats, they common-
ly move along. It's a good guess
that raising prices will not make the
game moro profitable An empty
seat represents a piece of potential
revenue that has sacrificed,
Wafbout corresponding economy.

ANSWERINO TO THE OERMAN
PEOPLE

When the entente nations give

their answer to tho' German pcaco
suggestion, they will, if wisdom dic-

tates their policy, deliver it over tho
hcn'ds of tho German ruling class, to
the Gorman people. There Ib little
doubt thnt tho German p'eoplo want
peace. Thnt isjtruo'bf every people

tho it is (particularly true of
the German peqple, because today
they aro puzzled to know why the
arc fighting. Thoy know that their
rulers insist the war has been
won. They know that by tne map
they are shown to have mado great
conquests of territory. They havo
been fed on wonderful stories of tho
groat victories, their arms have won,
and have learned little of tho other
sido of tho story. They know that
their soldiers occupy lines of
trenches on alien soil; they havo
heard much of the story that muni-

tions and supplies from the United

States havo alone made it possible

for their enemies to avoid complete

ruin. They do not understand
tho necessity to fight longer in a war.
that they aro assured has been won

for a year and more. They do not
understand why their enemies per-

sist in taking more and morts punish-

ment. They know that tho German
cause is n sacred ono. because they
have been assured of that fact by
those frojn whom thoy havo so long
been accustomed to accept ready-mad-o

opinions. They know that the
war was wickedly forced on Ger-
many through tho machinations of
England. They know that England
has tho power of riches, but aro per-
fectly certain that OBtde from capac-

ity to cbrrupt other nations vjith
her gold, 'she is well-nig- h impotent.
True, thoy aro a bit dazed at this
point by reason of some recent tes-
timony that the "British aro making
q good bit of trouble, despite their
incapacity, along the line of the
Sommc; but they havo no adequate
conception of the power England has
mustered. They cling to tho belief
that Frnnco Is bled white, and the
ambiguous bulletins their military
authorities issue have given no real
understanding of the failure at Ver-

dun.
All .this they believe to the point of

absolute conviction. Yet the war goe
on; and some nilllions of Germans
know, too. thut they are terribly dis
tressed for want of enough food.

erally .believed, In Germany, that tho
central powers gained n
strategical advantage putting
forth tho first proposal of peace. But
suppose the aliics should make such
a reply as the Gerrdan government
would not dare publish widespread
to the German nation? Suppose a
simple statement of the truth should
bo handed back; a statement that
would either have to be suppressed,
or else would bo so convincing and
effective as to make the great, docile,
innocent body of tho German nation
realize thd impossibility of winning

war?
,' Can such a statement be prepared,
so calm, candid, confident, and deter-

mined as to affect the national mind
of Germany? It would have, to be
a masterpiece; yet on the other hand
it must be that the Ger
man mind Ib n frame to receive ex-

planation of much that it has been
unable to understand.

If the entente spokesmen can for-

mulate a declaration of such charac-
ter, it will either weaken the assur-anc- o

of the German people, or else it
will have to be suppressed by the
German government and thereby ir
reparably harm the Uernian cause

SOIL AND FACTORY PRODUCTS t

Tho Department of Commerce
gives first place to iron and steel
nmong tho country's exports for the
current year, with cotton relegated
to third nnd explosives in second

rank. Cotton, long the foremost
export, is nearly $300,000,000

under Btccl, and nlmost $200,000,000
below steel nnd iron.

But in nnothcr analysis, tho prod
ucts of agriculture aro found easily
enough to Bustaln their place, despite
the immense development of business
done b tho mine, tho furnace, nnd
tho factor.

Tho total exports for tho year is

set down' at $5,500,000,000, so that
substantially more thanhnlf the
total is.'aftcr nil, of the soil's pro-

duction. It is true that fabrication
hna ,uddcd to the value, of many of
thefio itemsr and in some cases,
notably wool and leather, some of
the material has been imported to
manufacture. But on the other hand
phero are other soil products, such as
lumber, that might be included in
tho list;, so that a fair showing is
mndo for the claim that, great as has
been the advance in tho export of
manufactures, the soil has demon
strated full capacity to keep peace.
It is an accomplishment that would
hardly havo been thought possible,
two years ago. Today, the country
realizes better than ever before the
latent posslbilitcn of its agricultural
industries, not yet even Hearing the
zenith of capacity.

PARTITIONING ROUA1ANIA

A peculiar significance will attach
to the report that Germany will in-

sist on the partition of Roumania.
After a fashion, Roumania may be
regarded as tho last national sur-
vival of the old Roman empire. "Ro-
mania," the old form of the name,
carries the suggestion qf that de-

scent from early Roman colonists
that is tho pride of the Roumaniahs,
and tho tio between them nnd Italy.
Transylvania was the first region In
this' Balkan area to be settled by tho
Romans; whence they sprcad'ove a
territory much wider than the pres-
ent geographic limits of Roumania.
They have indeed been much changed
by mixture with Slavic and other
neighboring races; but it is doubtful
whether the original stock has been
diluted moro than hns that of the
Italian peninsula itself, what with
the polyglot immigration that mark-
ed the later generations of tho re-

public, and thnt in tho period of tho
empire brought everything from
slaves to savants from every quar-

ter of tho known world.
At any rate,' the tio of sympathy

between Roma and Roumania is
close. Roumania is the half-- w sta-

tion between Russia and Italy; the
surest guarantco that they will "al-

ways be able somehow to reconcile
their differences in the Mediter-
ranean basin. If, then, Germany,
shall' insist on the distribution of
Roumanian territory and tho extinc-
tion of its nationality! it will be one
more reason why Italy will insist on
fighting to a military conclusion of
the war. It seems, indeed, strangely
inept statecraft that Germany, at a
time when she is feeling for a sepa-
rate peace with Italy, should aim
such a threat at Roumania.
